ASUS ELECTIONS 
RESCHEDULED 

The Arts and Science Class 
Elections will be reheld on Friday, 
Oct. 31. Don MacSween, A.S.U.S. 
president, said, "It "is regrettable 
that several unavoidable incongru- 
encies in the ASUS Election Pro- 
cedure have rendered Invalid yest 
erday's election and have neces 
sitated the holding of new Class 
Elections." 

There have been, complaints by 
the candidates tHat^mie students 
voted without proper* qualificati- 
ons.^ Since there was no list of 
elcgible voters, some students arc 
said to have voted more than once; 
others voted even though they 
were not in the faculty , of Arts 
and Science. Some' students voted, 
who were only in 1st year, while 
others put extra ballots in the box 
when no one was looking. ' 

The president of the ASUS said 
that the Executive was partly at 
fault since the returning o'fficers 
did not initial the ballots as they 
were cast. He added that there 
was no excuse for those students 
who took advantage of this inex- 
cusable error,' and exploited it to 
the full rather than correct it. 

Students who are at' McGill for 
the first time this year or who 
failed last year in cither second 
or fourth year and wish tp appear 
on the electoral lists are to* go to 
the ASUS office in the Union on 
Thursday or Friday between 12 
and 2 pm. , 



COMMITTEE HOPES 
SLUMP TEMPORARY 

After a "disappointing" 314 pints collected yesterday, the 
Blood Committee announced a total of 1016 collected for tfiree 
days of the seven-day Blood Clinic. 

Tony Straessle, Committee Chairman, stated that with the com- 
paratively low amount of blood collected yesterday McGill students 
hove greatly lessened their University's chances of winning the 
Birk's Trophy. , 

A daily average of approximately 357 pints would have to be 
collected from today until next Tuesday, when the Clinic closes, in 
order to collect the 24G5 pints needed for the Cup. 

Competition Ruling 

In protest against the handicap ruling University of Montreal 
handed down to McGill Tuesday, a joint meeting between members of 
the two Blood Committees was held yesterday. It was agreed that 
McGill's ultimate goal should he 2456, and not the original 2470; how 
ever, if McGiU fails to accumulate 2110 pints of blood, the total ol^ 
tained by U of IM at the close of their Clinic, they win th^ Trophy. If 
McGill's final total lies in hetwecn 2110 and 2456 the cup will be for- 
feited by both Universities for this year. 

For the benefit of those students who can donate only at 5 pm, 
Clinic registration will remain open <until 6:10 pm for its remaining 
four days.

WOODSMAN SPARE THAT TREE 



Recently two articles appeared in these 
columns examining the function and purpose of 
0 College literory magazine. We believe Mr. 
Sanderson and Mr. Brierly in their enthusiasm 
succeeded only in obscuring the many problems 
involved, and it is our intention to attempt a 
clarification. 

Essentially Mr. Brierly's argument condenses 
to the somewhot dogmatic insistence that "The 
student literary magazine concern itself solely 
with students ond the v/riting they do." This 
exclusion of the rest of the university is a de- 
parture from 0 longstanding and distinguished 
tradition of McGill literary publications from; 
i^The McGill . Fortnightly Review to The^ Forge. 

lis very exclusion 'may help explain the "liter- 
ary impotence" of which Mr.. Sonderson com- 
plains. 

Wliat then is the purpose and function of a 
College publication such as The Forge? Perhaps 
we could do no better then quote an editoriol 
statement from an early McGill publication 
which is in the best tradition of enlightened stud- 
ent writing. 

"We pre certain that the periodical will do 
justice to our university and will prove a useful 
organ of intelligent opinion and criticisml^^j^ 
"The editorial policy is simply that theré te no 
policy. It is the desire of the, editorial board to 
moke this magazine d representotive university 
publication. There ore in our midst conserv- 
atives, liberals, and labourites, idolotors and 
Iconoclasts, traditionalists and ultra-modernists, 
religious adherents and religious sceptics, ideal- 
ists and moteriolists, patriots and cosmopolites. 
Every opinion arid class is represented in our uni- 
versity population, and every opinion and class 
will obtain equal and unprejudiced consideration 
from the editors. All that the editorial board re- 
quires of a contribution is that it hove literary 
excellence, and be devoid of any wilful offensive- 
ness. There is nothing we should welcome more 
than to hove side by side articles of divergent 
views and of dio metrically opposite opinions." 

The Forge must be a meeting-place of ideas 
from all parts of thé university; It matters lit- 
tle whether these ideas ore expressed in literary 
or scientific terms; in poetry or prose, The only 
criterion must be quality. 

We sincerely hope that The Forge._ may ^ be- 
come again a joint student faculty venture. Two 
years ago an effort was made to return to this 
. tradition, and in Mr. Brierly's own words, "A fine 



issue wos published." But the vision of a truly 
representative magazine somehow disturbs Mr. 
Brierly and' it appears he intends ,«to limit his 
edition of The Forge to student work orily be- 
cause "it is more appropriate." We believe this 
is a regret toble decision.. • 

Obviously if students and staff contribute to 
the same magazine, the problem, ol^ balance be- 
cpmes a highly important one. How much fac- 
ulty work should be included? Are all contribu- 
tions to be judged by the same standards? Are 
students qualified to evaluate , the writing of 
their professors? Undoubtedly The Forge must 
remain i iri student hands. The editors must be 
free to select and reject manuscripts. 

But, OS the 1954 edition reveals, these prob- 
lems are not insoluble. Of the five articles pub- 
lished in this issue, there were f\vo student con- 
tributors and three ' from 'the faculty. Of the 
eight poets represented,- two Were on the staff, 

. one of whom was also engaged in graduate 
studies. Similarly, in the fiction section, of the 
five student contributors, one was o Staff mem- 
ber at another college. , Many members of the 
junior staff, interested in writing, ore at the 
some time doing graduate work. This reveals 
the absurdity of making an arbitrary division be- 
tween faculty and student. 

■- We respectfully urge the present editorial 
board of The Forge to re-examine its policy in 
the light of thé above suggestions. It is not our 
intention to intimate that The Forge needs fac- 
ulty contributions to support jejune undergra- 
duate writing. There ore, contrary to Mr. San- 
derson's opinion, many promising writers on the 
campus. But the faculty, by its presence in the 
magazine, can do much to stirnùlate student 
thought and creativity. We wish only to establish 
the need for a university periodical which will 
be truly inclusive, containing the best that is 
being thought end written at McGill. 

We feel that the editor of the 1954 edition 
indicated a 'pattern for the future of The Forge, 
which the present editors would do well to fol-, 
low. "It is the aim of the editors that this maga- 
zine by becoming truly an organ of university 
thought, not simply student thought, should 
help to build end' maintain a- sense of university 
community. If we con increase, however slight- 
ly, the effectiveness of communication within 

. this community, jye con help make the university 
a better one, more stimulating for its members, 
and more useful to society."
